Obama, Sarkozy push for 
UN sanctions against Iran

WASHINGTON (AP) — With the president 
of France at his side, President Barack Obama 
declared Tuesday he hopes to have international 
sanctions against Iran in place “within weeks,” 
not months, because of its continuing nuclear 
program. He acknowledged he still lacks full 
support at the United Nations. 

“Do we have unanimity in the international 
community? Not yet,” Obama said. “And that’s 
something that we have to work on.” 

Obama said he and French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy are “inseparable” in their thinking on 
the subject. 

For his part, Sarkozy told reporters, “Iran 
cannot continue its mad race” toward acquiring 
nuclear weapons. 

“The time has come to take decisions,” Sarkozy 


said. 

Iran insists its nuclear program is for civilian 
purposes, not nuclear weapons. 

On the U.N. Security Council, veto-holding 
permanent members Russia and China have 
expressed reservations toward a tougher set 
of sanctions, as have several of the rotating 
members who do not have veto powers. 

Obama said he understands that countries 
that have business ties with Iran, especially 
those who depend on Iran for oil, might have 
reservations. 

Still, Obama said that, while “the door remains 
open if the Iranians choose to walk though it,” 
there have been no signs that they are close to 
moving back from their nuclear program, and 
patience has all but run out. 

“My hope is that we are going to get this done 
this spring.

Feds: Christian 
militia needed to 
be laken down’

DETROIT (AP) — It started 
inside a trailer home in rural 
Michigan, where a small 
family gathered before bed for 
prayer. Years later, the private 
devotions had evolved into 
a small militia of “Christian 
warriors” preparing to fight 
the Antichrist. 

The changes in David Brian 
Stone’s personal theology 
partly destroyed his marriage, 
his former wife says, and 
prosecutors claim they later 
led him to hatch a plot to kill 
police officers — a violent act 
the militia hoped would touch 
off an uprising against the 
government.

So I’m not interested in waiting 
months for a sanctions regime 
to be in place. I’m interested 
in seeing that regime in place 
in weeks.” 

Earlier Tuesday, Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
predicted new sanctions 
would be forthcoming, hinting 
that skeptical nations such as 
China and Russia eventually

would come along. At the 
conclusion of an international 
meeting of eight major powers 
in Quebec, Clinton cited a 
growing alarm around the 
world about the consequences 
of a nuclear-armed Iran. 
Obama and Sarkozy met 
privately in the Oval Office 
and later planned dinner at 
the White House with their 
wives, Michelle Obama and 
French first lady Carla Bruni- 


Sarkozy. 

Obama said he and the 
French president discussed a 
wide range of global issues, 
including the financial 
regulatory overhaul and peace 
negotiations in the Middle 
East. 

Sarkozy also said he stands 
with the United States in 
condemning recent Israeli 
settlement activity in east 
Jerusalem. 

While his own commitment to 
Israel’s security is well known, 
Sarkozy said, the settlement 
activity in lands claimed by 
the Palestinians “contributes 
nothing.” 

Sarkozy praised Obama for 
trying to engage the two sides 
in peace talks. Sarkozy said 
that the “absence of peace” in 
the region “is a problem for 
all of us” that feeds terrorism 
around the world. 

On a subject on which the 
two presidents do not see eye- 
to-eye, Sarkozy expressed 
a widespread European 
contention that the award of 
a $35 billion U.S. Air Force 
refueling tanker plane was 



rigged to favor U.S. aerospace 
giant Boeing over an alliance 
of Europe’s Airbus and 
the U.S. Lockheed-Martin 
company. 

Sarkozy said he believed it 
would be “fair to share this 
contract with the Europeans” 
instead of awarding it solely 
to Boeing. 

Obama said that while “the 
process will be free and fair,” 
the final decision would be 
made by Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates. 

“The secretary of defense 
makes procurement decisions. 
The president does not meddle 
in these decisions,” Obama 
said. Obama hailed France as 
one of the United States’ oldest 
and best allies, noting the two 
countries have fought together 
on battlefields from Yorktown 
in the U.S. Revolutionary War 
to Afghanistan now. 

However, the two have 
had clear differences on 
Afghanistan, with the Obama 
administration pressing France 
as well as other European 
nations to send more troops, 
and Sarkozy so far resisting 


such requests. 

Obama did not go into 
Tuesday’s meeting intending 
to urge Sarkozy to send more 
troops. White House press 
secretary Robert Gibbs said 
ahead of the meeting. “There’s 
no specific ‘ask’ on the table,” 
Gibbs said at his daily news 
briefing. 

Instead of troops, Obama will 
seek more French military 
or police trainers, according 
to two Western diplomats 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
presidential discussions were 
private. 

French trainers have been 
among those killed in 
Afghanistan this year, and 
polls show most French voters 
do not support the effort. 

Both presidents went to 
extraordinary lengths to defuse 
trans-Atlantic speculation of 
a chilly relationship. Obama 
repeatedly referred to Sarkozy 
by his first name and spoke 
fondly of his trip to Paris last 
year. “We respect one another 
and understand one another,” 
Obama said.Q

“The time had come that we 
needed to arrest them and take 
them down,” U.S. Attorney 
Barbara McQuade said 
Tuesday in an interview with 
The Associated Press. 
Prosecutors believe that 
Stone, 44, is the ringleader of 
the Hutaree militia, a name 
the group’s Web site says they 
created to mean “Christian 
warrior.” 

He was among eight members 
arrested during a series 
of weekend raids in three 
Midwestern U.S. states, which 
federal officials said they 
carried out after monitoring 
the group since last summer 
and learning they planned 
to launch their attack next 
month. 

A ninth defendant — Stone’s 
son, Joshua Matthew Stone — 
turned himself in late Monday 
night following an hours-long 
standoff with FBI agents and 
police near a wooded area 
southwest of Detroit the group 
had used for training. He and 
the others face charges that 
include seditious conspiracy, 
or plotting to levy war against 
the U.S. 

Each of the suspects has 
requested a public defender, 
and bond hearings are 
scheduled for Wednesday. 
Donna Stone, 44, said her 
ex-husband created the legal 
problems now faced by her 
stepson, Joshua Stone, and 
her 19-year-old son, David 
Brian Stone Jr., by involving 
them in a militia that grew out 
of his faith. 

“I honestly feel, and think, 
their dad never told either of 
those boys what they were 
getting into,” she said. “This 
a bunch of garbage, these 
charges. There is no way my 
son would do these things.” 
Donna Stone said she met 
David Brian Stone in the late 
1990s in a grocery superstore 
where she worked. He courted 


her and soon afterward, she 
and her son, Sean Stetten, 
moved into his small trailer 
in Lenawee County, near the 
Ohio state line. The boys 
were raised as brothers, and 
David Brian Stone legally 
adopted Sean, whose name 
was changed to David Brian 
Stone Jr. 

Both boys were home- 
schooled and at night, the 
family would pray together. 
“David would preach out of 
the Bible,” said Donna Stone, 
who said she was married to 
David Brian Stone for about 
six years. “He would start at 
the beginning of Genesis and 
go to Revelations. 

He didn’t get into Revelations 
because we didn’t agree on it. 
David said it was supposed to 
be different. He had his own 
views. That’s when I thought 
it was time for me to go.” 

The Hutaree Web site quotes 
several Bible passages and 
declares: “We believe that 
one day, as prophecy says, 
there will be an Anti-Christ. 
... Jesus wanted us to be ready 
to defend ourselves using the 
sword and stay alive using 
equipment.” 

Chip Berlet, a senior analyst 
with Political Research 
Associates, a think tank based 
in Somerville, Massachusetts, 
said Hutaree’s online writings 
suggest the group fits into 
a Christian apocalyptic 
ideology that believes the U.S. 
government is “in league with 
Satan” and “the chief agent of 
Satan is the Antichrist.” 

“In this particular reading of

McQuade, leading the 
prosecution against nine 
members of aMidwest Christian 
militia, said authorities ^‘needed 
to arrest them and take them 
down.” McQuade said that 
federal investigators had been 
watching the Michigan-based 
Hutaree group for some time 
and felt compelled to act based 
on an imminent threat against 
police. The nine face seditious 
conspiracy charges after 
weekend raids in Michigan, 
Ohio and Indiana.

apocalyptic prophecy, there’s 
a huge battle between good 
and evil,” said Berlet, whose 
group studies right-wing 
extremists. 

“Powerful, political elected 
officials ... are conspiring with 
Satan to build a one-world 
government.” 

McQuade downplayed the 
role religious ideology played 
in the group’s alleged plans, 
saying the “most troubling” 
finding of their investigation 
into the Hutaree were the 
details of their alleged plot. 
Prosecutors have said the 
militia planned to make a 
false police emergency call, 
kill responding police officers 
and then use a bomb to kill 
many more at the funeral. 
“What we were focused on 
here is their conduct, not on 
their religion. And what they 
have talked about is being very 
anti-government,” McQuade 
said.Q

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama stepped 
carefully when talking 
for the first time about 
the conservative tea party 
movement, acknowledging it 
has legitimate concerns about 
federal reach and spending, 
but he contended the core of 
the loose anti-government 
network is “on the fringe.” 
The latest political 
phenomenon, barely a year 
old, has leaders on both sides 
of the political spectrum 
puzzled. 

Republicans want to co-opt 
the passion — and votes 
— of tea party disciples to 
help them oust Democrats 
from congressional control 
in the fall midterm elections, 
without losing other voters in 
the process. As for Democrats, 
they have focused mainly 
on trying to marginalize and 
ignore them. For instance, 
several Democratic officials 
say there’s no apparent 
strategy yet at the White 
House for combatting the 


network’s growing influence. 
But the leaderless coalition, 
bom in communities from 
coast to coast shortly after 
Obama’s inauguration last 
year, seems to have some 
staying power. 

A Washington Post poll taken 
last week showed that more 


people view the movement 
favorably than unfavorably 
— and that 62 percent believe 
it has either the right amount 
or not enough influence on the 
Republican Party. 

The group is decidedly 
conservative and libertarian, 
but otherwise diverse, 
divided over most everything 
except the need for limited

government, less spending and 
an end to Obama’s policies. 
Those in the coalition have 
allegiance to no political 
party, with independent voters 
and even moderate Democrats 
among their ranks. 

All that was reflected in 
Obama’s cautious handling of 
the topic, when asked about 
it Monday by a television 


interviewer. 

The president said on NBC’s 
“Today” show that the 
movement is built around 
a “core group” of people 
who question whether he is 
a U.S. citizen and believe he 
is a socialist. Beyond that, 
however, he said he recognizes 
that the movement involves 
people with “mainstream, 
legitimate concerns” about 
the national debt, government 
expansion and big spending. 

“I wouldn’t paint in broad 
brush and say that everybody 
who is involved or have gone 
to a tea party rally or meeting 
are somehow on the fringe,” 
Obama said. “I think that 
there’s a broader circle around 
that core group of people who 
are legitimately concerned 
about the deficit, who are 
legitimately concerned that 
the federal government may 
be taking on too much.” 

He said he hopes that as 
“we’re tackling things like 
the deficit, imposing a freeze 
on domestic spending, taking 
steps that show we are sincere 
about dealing with our long¬ 
term problems, that some of 
that group will dissipate.” 
Obama has talked a lot 
recently about anger in the 
electorate, particularly in the 
wake of the surprise victory in 
Massachusetts by Republican 
Scott Brown for a Senate seat. 
But it was the first time he 
had talked specifically about 
the group. Some Democrats 
close to the White House 
think it may be a good thing 
for Obama and his team to 
mostly keep their distance. 
Engaging tea party activists 
too directly or aggressively 
could backfire by energizing 
them even more, many think. 
The administration knows the 
tea party movement could help 
Republicans in the short-term 
by increasing the intensity of 
their voters. But the White 
House also is betting the 
activists’ influence could also 
be harmful, by yanking GOP 
candidates to the right — and 
farther away from the middle- 
of-the-spectrum voters 

who can decide elections, 
according to one official 
close to the president. The 
official spoke on condition of 
anonymity to discuss internal 
administration thinking.Q

Plane pilot dies after

There were no other injuries. 

Roanoke County Fire spokeswoman Jennifer Conley Sexton 
says the plane was taking off just before 1 p.m. Tuesday when it 
hit power lines, crashed into the comer of the building and then 
burst into flames. 


Airport spokeswoman Sherry Wallace says Sheeran reported a 
problem with the Piper to air traffic controllers shortly before 
the crash. □ 



Providence, Rhode Island, 
recorded more than 15 inches 
of rain for the month, becoming 
the rainiest of any month on 
record.

UNITED NATIONS (AP) 
— Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon on Tuesday accepted 
a request from Pakistan’s 


Associated Press 
president to delay the release of 
a report on the assassination of 
his wife, former Prime Minister 
Benazir Bhutto, until April 15. 
U.N. spokesman Martin Nesirky 
made the announcement just 


two hours before a three- 
member U.N. commission that 
investigated Bhutto’s death 
was scheduled to hold a press 
conference to discuss the 
report’s findings. 

Nesirky said he did not know 
why Pakistani President Asif 
Ali Zardari made the request, 
which was received at the U.N. 
overnight. 

But Pakistan’s presidential 
spokesman, Farhatullah Babar, 
said the country had requested 
the delay so the commission 
could attempt to question two 
heads of state who he said had 
called Bhutto before her death 
warning her of “serious threats 
to her life.” 

He declined to say which heads 
of state he was referring to, 
saying it would be unethical. 
It was unclear why the 
commission had not spoken to 
them. 

“This can make the report more 
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credible,” he told the AP in 
Islamabad. 

Bhutto was killed in a Dec. 27, 
2007, gun and suicide-bomb 
attack as she was leaving a 
rally in the garrison town of 
Rawalpindi, where she was 
campaigning to return her 
Pakistan People’s Party to power 
in parliamentary elections. 

The government at the time 
of Bhutto’s murder, led by 
President Pervez Musharraf, 
blamed Baitullah Mehsud, a 
Pakistani militant commander 
with reported links to al-Qaida. 
Officials at the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency also said 
Mehsud was the chief suspect. 
But Bhutto’s party repeatedly 
hinted that Musharraf or his allies 
were involved and demanded a 
U.N. probe, claiming it was the 
only way the whole truth would 
be revealed. 

The secretary-general agreed 
to appoint a commission to 
assist Pakistan by determining 
the facts and circumstances 
of Bhutto’s death and it began 
work on July 1, 2009. 

Nesirky said the commission 
informed Ban that “all relevant 
facts and circumstances have 
been explored and the report is 
now complete and ready to be 
delivered.” 


The three-member commission 
is led by Chile’s U.N. 
Ambassador Heraldo Munoz, a 
dissident during the dictatorship 
of Gen. Augusto Pinochet. 
Munoz declined to comment on 
the delay. 

The other members are former 
Indonesian attorney general 
Marzuki Darusman, now 
a member of the National 
Commission of Human 
Rights, and Ireland’s former 
deputy police commissioner 
Peter Fitzgerald, who headed 
the initial U.N. inquiry into 
the assassination of former 
Lebanese Prime Minister Rafik 
Hariri in 2005. 

Under terms agreed to by 
the U.N. and the Pakistani 
government, the commission 
was to determine facts and 
circumstances but Pakistani 
authorities would determine 
any criminal responsibility. 
Zardari succeeded Musharraf 
as president in September 2008 
and when Ban visited Pakistan 
in February 2009 the president 
told government officials: 
“We believe the commission’s 
findings will eventually expose 
the financiers, the organizers, the 
sponsors and the conspirators of 
this terrorist act and bring them 
to justice. 
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2 detained fer dead babies feund aleng China river

BEIJING (AP) — The bodies of 21 babies, 
some with hospital identification tags around 
their tiny ankles, washed ashore on a river in 
eastern China and two mortuary workers were 
detained for allegedly dumping them. 

News footage Tuesday showed the babies — 
at least one of whom was stuffed in a yellow 
plastic bag marked “medical waste” — strewn 
along a dirt riverbank near a highway overpass. 
A few wore diapers. All were caked in mud. 
Some of the babies appeared several months 
old, while the official Xinhua News Agency 
said the bodies included fetuses. 

Local residents and firefighters recovered the 
bodies Monday after they were discovered 
under a bridge spanning the Guangfu River on 
the outskirts of lining in Shandong province. 
Interviews with residents who made the grisly 
find were broadcast on the Web site of the 
Shandong Broadcasting Company. One said he 
thought a body was a toy, but then he spotted 
several others. Another expressed concern 
because the river is a source of drinking water 
for villagers living nearby. 

Hospital ID tags on eight of the babies helped 
investigators trace them back to the Affiliated 
Hospital of lining Medical University, Xinhua 
reported. 

Hospital mortuary workers Zhu Zhenyu and 
Wang Zhijun were sacked and taken away by 
police, Xinhua said, citing lining government 
spokesman Gong Zhenhua. The babies’ families 
had paid the pair to dispose of the bodies, but 
they instead dumped them at the river. 

It was not clear whether Zhu and Wang dumped 
the bodies directly in the river or if they made 
an attempt to bury them. 

Three top hospital officials were sacked or 


suspended and the government ordered the 
lining Municipal Health Bureau to make a 
public apology, Xinhua said. 

“It exposes a serious loophole in the hospital’s 
management and indicates a lack of ethics and 
legal awareness of some hospital staff,” Gong 
was quoted as saying. “It exerts a very negative 
impact on society and teaches us a profound 
lesson.” 

Reports said the babies ranged in age from 
newborns to several months old. One of the 
bluish-green identification tags visible in the 
news video says, “Boy; mother’s name is Man 
Hongmei; bom in April 2009.” 

The reports did not give the number of girls or 
boys. Xinhua said the bodies of the 21 babies 
were cremated, though it was not clear whether 
they had all been identified. 

In China, most families are permitted to have 
only one or two children and a traditional 
preference for sons mns strong. The 
abandoning, aborting and killing of newborn 
baby girls is common in mral China, although 
gender-selection abortions are illegal. 

Infants who die from disease are often 
abandoned or buried in unmarked graves, not 
being old enough to be formally considered 
part of the family. But those deaths usually 
occur in small numbers. 

An official from the information office of 
China’s Health Ministry said she was not 
aware of the case, while telephone calls to the 
lining Health Bureau and the Shandong Health 
Bureau rang unanswered Tuesday. 

More than 1,000 comments were posted on 
Netease, a Chinese news Web site, within hours 
of reports on the discovery of the bodies. 
“These people are completely without 
conscience and morals and should be shot,” 
one comment said.Q

MOSCOW (AP) — The 
old Vladimir Putin is back, 
confronting a terrorist attack 
in Moscow by using the same 
kind of coarse and colorful 
language that helped him win 
the presidency a decade ago. 
A day after twin suicide 
bombings in the subway 
that killed 39 people, the 
powerful prime minister told 
Russians that he is certain

the masterminds of the 
attacks would be found. The 
security services have blamed 
extremists from the North 
Caucasus, a predominantly 
Muslim region in southern 
Russia that includes 
Chechnya. 

“We know they are lying low, 
but it is already a matter of 
pride for the law enforcement 
agencies to drag them out 
of the sewer and into broad 
daylight,” Putin said, directing 


a transportation security 
meeting that was shown on 
Russian television Tuesday. 
The choice of the gutter 
language recalled Putin’s 
famous threat to “wipe out the 
Chechenrebels in the outhouse” 
after they were blamed for a 
series of apartment building 
bombings that terrorized 
Moscow in 1999. Putin, as 
prime minister at the time, 
sent in overwhelming military 
force to pound the region into 
submission and was elected 
president the following year. 
Now in his second stint as 
prime minister after serving 
two full terms as president, 
Putin has an excuse to revert 
to the tough line that shored 
up his authority following 
past terrorist attacks. While 
welcomed by many Russians, 
it also is raising fears that 
civil liberties may be further 
sacrificed under the pretext of 
fighting terrorism. 

Capitalizing on the outrage, 
members of the Kremlin-loyal 
parliament proposed bringing 
back the death penalty for 
terrorism. Russia has imposed 
a moratorium on capital 
punishment, but has been 
reluctant to outlaw it due to 
broad public support for the 


death penalty. 

Monday’s subway bombings, 
carried out by two women, 
are the first terrorist attacks 
in Moscow in six years. 
They have shaken a city that 
has been insulated from the 
violence still raging in the 
restive southern corner of the 
country. 

Russia observed a day of 
mourning Tuesday, with flags 
at half-staff at the Kremlin 
and across the vast country. 
Relatives identified the dead at 
a Moscow morgue, and tearful 
commuters placed candles at 
makeshift memorials heaped 
with carnations inside the two 
stricken subway stations in the 
city center. 

Heightened transportation 
security remained in effect 
across the capital and 
elsewhere. Police with 
machine guns and dogs 
patrolled subway entrances. 
The attacks signaled to 
Russians that they are no safer 
than they were before Putin 
came to power. 

No one has claimed 
responsibility for the attacks, 
but many speculated that they 
were retaliation for the recent 
killings of Islamic militant 
leaders in the North Caucasus, 


including one known for 
training suicide bombers. 
Putin used a string of 
terrorist attacks in 2004 to 
consolidate his power further. 
He abolished gubernatorial 
elections, effectively giving 
the Kremlin the power to 
appoint governors, and 
pushed his liberal critics out 
of parliament. Since then the 
political opposition has been 
fully marginalized. 

Many opposition leaders 
and human rights activists 
said they feared the subway 
bombings would be a 
convenient excuse for the 
government to put increased 
pressure on the opposition, 
perhaps by cracking down 
even harder on street protests. 
“Our government loves to 
use such events to act as they 
want,” Lyudmila Alexeyeva, a 
veteran human rights activist, 
wrote in her blog. “So this is 
an excellent opportunity to 
further limit our constitutional 
freedoms, pretending they 
care about our security.” 

Lidia Yusupova, a Chechen 
rights activist, was more 
alarmist. 

“The system will have its 
hands untied completely,” she 
told The Associated Press. 
“There will be a crackdown 
on all walks of life. We have 
no rights now, but we will 
have even fewer soon.” 

While Putin appears eager to 
meet the challenge the attacks 
have posed to his rule and 
reassure Russians the situation 
is under control, he has so 
far shown no inclination to 
impose harsh, new measures. 
And it is not at all clear what 
more the government could 
do. 

In the North Caucasus, the 
security services and police 
have been ordered to step up 
their campaign to eliminate 
the leaders of the Islamic 
insurgency, seen by many 
Muscovites as the right 
response to the attacks. 

“This is the revenge of the 
Chechens,” said Yekaterina 
Afanasyeva, a 26-year-old 
nurse who nervously rode 
the metro Tuesday. “We 
should carry on with a very 
tough policy in the Caucasus, 
probably even tougher. 
Nothing of the kind would 
have been possible under a 
dictatorship.”!^

FLORENCIA, Colombia (AP) 
— A Colombian soldier held 
hostage for more than 12 years 
was freed by rebels Tuesday 
and flown to this city, ending 
an ordeal that prompted his 
father to hike halfway across 
the country wearing a symbolic 
chain around his neck to press 
for his son’s release. 

Sgt. Pablo Emilio Moncayo 
was one of the longest-held 
hostages of the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia, 
or the FARC. He was 19 when 
taken captive during an attack 
on a mountain outpost on Dec. 
21, 1997. 

Moncayo returned to 
government territory on a 
Brazilian helicopter that flew 
to an unannounced spot in 
southern Colombia where 
the rebels turned him over 
to a humanitarian team led 
by Colombian Sen. Piedad 
Cordoba. 

The soldier smiled warmly 
as he stepped out of the 
helicopter in military fatigues 
and extended a hand urging 
his family to slow down as 
they excitedly rushed toward 
him. He embraced his father, 
mother and sisters, who carried 
white flowers. 

Moncayo was generally in 
good health, said Adolfo 
Beteta, spokesman for the 
International Red Cross. 

His father, high school teacher 


Gustavo Moncayo, walked 
more than 620 miles (1,000 
kilometers) across Colombia 
in 2007 to rally support for his 
son’s release. He wore a chain 
around his neck and wrists 
like those used at times by the 
rebels to bind their prisoners. 
“My heart is going a thousand 
an hour,” the father had said 
on the airport tarmac when the 
helicopter took off to retrieve 
Moncayo. The family had 
been anxiously awaiting his 
release since the FARC first 
announced last April that it 
planned to set him free. 

The Super Cougar helicopter 
loaned by Brazil carried a 
team led by Cordoba and 
including Red Cross officials 
and a priest. Both the flight’s 
departure and return were 
delayed by rain. 

Before the helicopterflewback, 
the Colombian government’s 
peace commissioner, Frank 
Pearl, criticized the Caracas- 
based TV channel Telesur, 
which is funded in part by 
Venezuela’s government, for 
releasing photos and videos 
of Moncayo together with 
Cordoba. Telesur did not say 
when the images of Moncayo 

— both in a military uniform 
and separately with Cordoba 

— were made. 

Pearl said there had been 
an agreement the handover 
would be discreet, and “the 
government rejects that a 
media outlet like Telesur lends 


itself to do propaganda for a 
terrorist group.” There was 
no immediate response from 
Telesur. 

The guerrillas freed another 
soldier, 23-year-old Pvt. Josue 
Calvo, on Sunday, in their first 
release of a captive in more 
than a year. 

Cordoba, an opposition senator 
who has been a go-between 
in contacting the FARC, said 
the guerrillas say that after 
Moncayo they will end their 
unilateral releases and press 
the government to negotiate 
a swap of jailed rebels for 
remaining captives. 

President Alvaro Uribe has 
called the FARC’s unilateral 
releases publicity stunts and 
has opposed a prisoner swap 
unless any guerrillas who are 
freed agree to abandon the 
rebels. 

The rebels still hold at least 20 
police officers and soldiers, 
including Libio Jose Martinez, 
a 3 3-year-old sergeant who 
was captured during the same 
battle as Moncayo — a raid 
on a communication post at 
an elevation of 12,470 feet 
(3,800 meters) on Patascoy 
mountain. At least 20 soldiers 
were captured during the 
attack but most were freed in 
2001 . 

Hostage releases by the FARC 
have usually occurred within 
weeks of the group announces 
its plans. This time, freedom 
for Moncayo and Calvo was

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Michael Jackson’s father plans wrongful death suit

LOS ANGELES (Reuters) - A lawyer for Miehael 
Jaekson’s father said Tuesday he intends to file a 
wrongful death lawsuit against the late pop star’s 
doetor within 90 days, elaiming the physieian’s 
aetions amounted to murder. 

Brian Oxman, who represents Joe Jaekson, said the 
amount of the powerful anesthetie propofol given to 
the “Thriller” singer by Dr Conrad Murray before 
Jaekson’s death on June 25, 2009 “was reekless, and 
it amounts to seeond-degree murder.” 

“The eontinuous administration of drugs over six 
weeks — he (Murray) gave him propofol every night 
— that is Russian roulette, that is loading six bullets 
into a gun with only six ehambers,” Oxman told 
Reuters. 

As part of a eriminal investigation, proseeutors have 
eharged Murray with involuntary manslaughter in 
the death of Jaekson, 50, who had been rehearsing 
for a series of eoneerts in London before his death. 
Murray had been hired by eoneert promoter AEG 
Live to eare for Jaekson in the months leading to the 
London shows. 

The wrongful death lawsuit would be a eivil lawsuit, 
whieh ean run in parallel with the eriminal suit. The 
eriminal suit ean result in a jail sentenee whereas the 
eivil lawsuit’s main purpose is winning monetary 
damages against a defendant. 

Los Angeles offieials have ruled the death a homieide 
eaused by “aeute propofol intoxieation” at a level 


that was equivalent to that used for anesthesia during 
“major surgery.” 

Jaekson had been taking propofol for insomnia, and 
Murray has admitted administering the drug to him 
the day he died. Murray has said he did nothing 
wrong and has pleaded not guilty to involuntary 
manslaughter. 

The singer also had other sedatives in his system 
ineluding lorazepam whieh eontributed to his death, 
the Los Angeles County Coroner has eoneluded. 
Oxman said private investigators have been pieeing 
together evidenee and testimony, and his group has 
eoneluded that Murray bears responsibility. 

He said California law requires anyone filing a 
wrongful death lawsuit to do so within one year of 
a person’s death and to give the defendant 90 days’ 
notiee before the filing. 

Oxman said Joe Jaekson deeided to notify Murray’s 
lawyer, Houston-based Ed Chemoff, now to meet 
the one-year requirement beeause the anniversary of 
his son’s death is 90 days away and beeause it has 
taken this long to gather evidenee. 

“Having reeords, instead of just speeulation, has been 
very important and hard to do, but we (now) finally 
have the reeords so we ean tell what happened,” 
Oxman said. 

A spokeswoman for Chemoff said he had not yet 
reeeived the notiee and would have no eomment 
until he had seen it. 



Oxman said it was not yet elear if other Jaekson 
family members, ineluding mother Katherine Jaekson

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Stocks waver after upbeat economic data

NEW YORK - The stock 
market moved closer to 
closing out another strong 
quarter with a modest advance 
Tuesday. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average added 12 points for 
its fourth straight gain. 

The mood in the market was 
upbeat after a report that 
consumer confidence grew 
more than expected in March, 
although it’s still well below 
historical levels that indicate 
a strong economy. A separate 
report showed home prices 
inched higher for the eighth 
consecutive month. 

Analysts expect trading to be 
erratic Wednesday because 
of the end of the January- 
March quarter. At the end 
of a quarter, institutional 
investors typically engage 
in what’s known as window 
dressing, or trades intended 
to boost returns on reports 
sent to shareholders. Many 
also refrain from big moves. 

Tuesday’s volume was also 
light as many traders took 
the day off for Passover or in 
advance of Easter. 

A slow, steady climb higher 
in stocks over the past two 
months is also giving investors 
reasons to collect some profits 
at the end of the quarter. 

“About of profit-taking would 
be normal and expected after 
the rise we had,” said Mitch 
Schlesinger,managingdirector 
of EBB Capital Partners in 
Bethesda, Md. With one day 
left in the quarter, the Dow 
Jones industrial average is 
up 4.6 percent for the period. 

That’s a sizable gain and puts 
the market on pace for a strong 
year. 

The day’s economic reports 
provided new evidence that 
the economy is improving, 
albeit slowly. Other reports 
in recent weeks have signaled 
that a recovery is continuing. 

The Dow has risen in 19 of the

past 23 days and is now at its 
highest level since September 
2008. 

The Conference Board said 
its consumer confidence index 
rose to 52.5 in March, from 
46.4 last month. Economists 
polled by Thomson Reuters 
had forecast it would rise to 
50. 

While the reading would 
indicate improvement, it is 
far from signaling a healthy 
economy. A reading above 90 
means the economy is on solid 
footing. 

“We’re starting to see 
consumers come back in 
an adequate manner,” said 
Larry Rosenthal, president of 
Financial Planning Services 
in Manassas, Va. “Not strong, 
but adequate.” 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow rose 
11.56, or 0.1 percent, to 
10,907.42. The Dow was up as 
much as 44 points in morning 
trading. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 0.05, or less than 
0.1 percent, to 1,173.27, while 


the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 6.33, or 0.3 percent, to 
2,410.69. 

Advancing stocks narrowly 
outpaced those that fell on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to a light 
907.1 million shares compared 
with 944.9 million shares 
Monday. 

The Standard & Poor’s/Case- 
Shiller home price index, 
which measures home values 
in 20 major metropolitan 
markets, rose 0.3 percent in 
January compared with the 
previous month. It was the 
eighth consecutive monthly 
gain. The index is up nearly 
4 percent from its low in May 
2009, indicating that home 
prices are starting to recover. 
The index was down 0.7 
percent compared with the 
year-ago period, slightly better 
than the 0.8 percent drop 
forecast by economists. 

Unlike other parts of the 
economy, the housing market 
has been less consistent in its 
recovery. Reports on sales, 
defaults and prices have shown 


an uneven rebound. 

Investors have been tolerant 
of the erratic housing reports, 
and instead focused on the 
strength of the consumer and 
jobs data. Analysts say stocks 
and consumer confidence 
won’t be able to push higher 
without evidence that the job 
market is improving. 

The Labor Department releases 
its monthly employment 
report Friday. Economists 
expect it to show employers 
added 190,000 jobs in March, 
only the second increase 
since the recession began in 
late 2007. Some of the jobs 
growth is expected to be tied 
to temporary government 
hiring for the 2010 census. The 
stock market will be closed for 
Good Friday when the report 
arrives. 

Investors will get another 
snapshot of jobs on Wednesday 
from a report by payroll 
company ADR Economists 
forecast ADR’s report will 
show private-sector employers 
added 40,000 jobs in March. 
The ADR report is seen as 


an early indicator of the 
Labor Department’s data, 
though there are often wide 
variations. 

In corporate news, Apple Inc. 
and Verizon Communications 
climbed after reports that 
Apple was making phones that 
could be used on Verizon’s 
network.

Semenya anneunces return 
tn competitive running

STELLENBOSCH, South 
Africa (AP) — Caster 
Semenya says she will return 
to competitive racing this 
season, releasing a statement 
on the same day that she was 
denied a chance to run at a 
meet in South Africa because 
the results from her gender 
verification tests have not yet 
been released. 


The 19-year-old Semenya, 
who has not raced or spoken 
publicly since she won the 
women’s 800-meter race at 
the world championships in 
Berlin in August, said Tuesday 
that she has not done anything 
wrong and should be allowed 
to race. 

“I hereby publicly announce 
my return to athletics 
competitions,” Semenya said. 
The lAAF is still reviewing 


the test results to determine 
the South African runner’s 
eligibility. The organization 
has refused to confirm or deny 
Australian media reports that 
the tests indicate Semenya 
has both male and female sex 
organs. Although there is no 
ban or suspension preventing 
Semenya from competing, it 
is thought that she had agreed 
not to race until the lAAF 
releases its findings. 

“I am of the firm view that 
there is no impediment to 
me competing in athletics 
competitions,” Semenya said. 
“I will however continue 
to assist the lAAF with 
whatsoever they may require 
for their own processes and in 
this regard I have instructed 
my legal and medical team 
to work closely with, and 
continue negotiation with 
them for these purposes.” 
Earlier Tuesday, Semenya was 
denied a spot to race at a meet 
in Stellenbosch, near Cape 


Town, despite pleas from her 
coach and lawyer to let her 
compete. 

Although she was in 
Stellenbosch, she refused to 
talk about her situation. 

“Why would I want to talk to 
media?” Semenya told The 
Associated Press. “I don’t 
want to talk to you.” 
Semenya’s lawyer later spoke 
to The AP, however, saying 
there has been no agreement 
with the South African athletics 
federation for the runner to 
refrain from competing until 
the expected June release of 
her test results by the lAAF. 
“We are not stopping her as 
lawyers,” Greg Nott said. 
“I think she would love to 
(compete before June). That’s 
for her to answer and her 
coach. She came ready to race 
tonight. This action today was 
about saying: Tt’s time for the 
power to be given back to the 
athlete, which is Caster.’ 
“What we want is Athletics 


South Africa to come out in 
full support of the athlete. 
Caster, and we want the lAAF 
to understand completely 
the position where we are 
and the frustration of Caster. 
Somebody’s got to give and 
we are pushing that.” 

It was unclear from Semenya’s 
statement when she would 
make her return. 

“My coach, agent and I will 
work closely together to 
identify and prepare for a 
limited number of athletics 
meetings over the course of 
the coming athletics season,” 
Semenya said. 

Meet organizer Richard 
Stander said Semenya was 
“not comfortable with” the 
situation surrounding her 
eligibility. 

“Caster said she was not happy. 
She wants to participate. She 
wants to perform,” Stander 
said. “She is a performer.... She 
doesn’t have the opportunity 
to do that at the moment.

Celebrating April as Autism Menth 

The International Day of Autism is on April 2nd 




ORANJESTAD — The 
first Aruba International 
Symposium on Autism is 
organized in light of the 
international observation 
of Autism in the month of 
April. This is what Aruba 
Autism Foundation President 
Monique Kuiperi stated. The 
foundation is organizing its 
first international event geared 


toward expanding knowledge 
and service to individuals 
and families affected by 
autism. The symposium, 
with renowned international 
speakers will be held on April

“April is Autism Awareness 
Month in the US. The 
International Day of Autism 
is on April 2nd,” says Kuiperi. 
“Our foundation organized 
a number of activities in the 
past years, to focus attention 
of autism and thus help make 
the community aware on the 
phenomenon. Even though 
we have the desire to annually 
organize activities such as the 
Autism Walk in Aruba and 
also bike rides, the foundation 
decided this year to dedicate 


all energy in organizing the 
symposium which will have a 
much bigger impact.”

Therefore the 
foundation deems it timely 
to provide additional and 
ample information on autism, 
by ways of an international 
symposium. The main goal 
of the conference is to elevate 
the knowledge on autism 
among professionals in Aruba. 
Parents and individuals 
are dependent of services 
and guidance provided by 
professional, who need to 
remain abreast of the latest 
techniques and information 
on autism. Invited speakers 
will elaborate on themes that 
are of important for all stages 
in the life of a person with 
autism, for birth to adulthood. 
Medical doctors, educators, 
paramedics and professionals 
who work in the social 
field as well as parents will 
learn the latest development 
in treatments, medicine, 
nutrition and advocacy. “We 
urge everyone to make use 
of this opportunity, as we 
are bringing to Aruba top 
experts who will discuss a 
variety of issues that can be 
of help for our community,” 
says Tasha Britten, project 
coordinator of the Aruba 
Autism Foundation. 

The four workshops are 
designed to give practical 
information and guidance on 
valuable issues. Dr. Claudine 
Dietz of the Netherlands for 
instance is geared toward 
medical doctors, and deals 
with early detection of 


autism. Dr. Dietz uses the 
latest methods applicable in 
the Netherlands; Specialized 
educator Joke Groeneboer, also 
from Holland will elaborate 
on various ways how to teach 
autistic children in normal 
class settings; Dr.Miguel 
Santana, a Dutch raised, 
Aruba-bom psychiatrist will 
guide the workshop on autism 
in adolescence and adulthood, 
particularly on sexuality 
and personal relations; and 
Curasao therapists Inge 
Boutier and Yolanda Wiel will 
share their knowledge and 
experience on how to guide 
and help children affected 
with autism learn how to 
development social-emotional 
skills, through fun activities. 
The lectures will be on Peer 
Relations and Others at School; 
Biomedical Treatments; 
Community Involvement; 
Nutrition; the CARD program; 
the Pathology of Language and 
Speech; and Self Advocacy. 
“The entire program is 
designed to give participants 
a better understanding of 


autism. This will increase 
the chances to detect autism 
at a very young age, and 
thus, implement a timely and 
effective treatment which will 
improve the quality of life 
for those affected by autism,” 
Kuiperi emphasizes. 

Aruba Autism Foundation 
is in the process to arrange 
accreditation for medical 
doctors and everyone who 
completes the three-day 
program will receive a 
certificate. 

Costs for local participation 
are 125 fiorins for the three 
days or 75 fiorins for one day. 
People from Curasao and 
Bonaire who are interested to 
partake in the symposium pay 
the same price as locals. 

There is also an option to have 
a lunch at the Westin, at a price 
of 23 dollars per person. 
Aruba Autism Foundation says 
it will keep the community 
informed on the lectures and 
themes.

Plastic and shrink-wrap and 
Styrofoam, oh my! When you 
go to the grocery store, do you 
regularly encounter products 
that are practically drowning 
in packaging? Foods begging 
to be freed from their clam¬ 
shell containers? 

We’ve packaged ourselves 
into a comer — product 
packaging often has a shelf 
life that’s much longer than 
the product itself Packaging 
distances the consumer from 
the product (how do you 
know what those grapes are 
really like if you can’t touch 
them?) and creates millions of 
tons of waste. 

How can you fight the powers 
that package? Be aware 
about the products you buy. 
Purchase items in bulk and 
create individual portions 
yourself And when possible, 
ask for items without a bag or 
box. Yes, it’s really that easy. 
We’ve compiled some of 
the absolute worst offenders 
below. Are we missing 
something?

Packaged cheese 

No surprise here — some of the 
most overpackaged cheeses 
also happen to be some of the 
most processed. 

Are bite-sized niblets of 
individually wrapped cheese 
really necessary? Instead, 
cut up fresh cheeses on your 
own! 

Raisins and prunes 

Raisins are often sold in 


individual snack-size boxes. 
To get the same effect, 
purchase a large box of raisins 
and apportion them daily in a 
snack-size reusable container. 
Even worse — these 
Sunsweet pmnes, which are 
unnecessarily individually 
wrapped and packaged in a 
plastic tube 

Organic and health foods 

Shockingly, some of the most 
egregious packaging wasters 
are organic and healthy 
lines, which attempt to woo 
consumers with “convenient” 
individual serving sizes 

Single portion packages 

Supermarket shelves are 
stocked with wasteful 
individually portioned items, 
which require tons of extra 
plastic and packaging. Are 
we really too lazy to scoop 
out a single serving of rice 
ourselves? 

Instead — buy a large version 
of the item and make your 


own snack-size version using 
a reusable container. And 
again, buy in bulk whenever 
possible. 

Pickles 

One of our strangest finds - 

- individually packed cups of 
pickle chips. Why?

A lot of packaging goes into 
producing foods that are 
convenient for consumers 

— items made for eating 
on the go.

Spring to the Sea

Spring in Aruba 
means a mass migration 
to the seaside. Not talking 
tourist here. I am describing 
neighbors who stay far away 
from the ocean the whole 
year, but then are moved to 
spend the week “camping” 
by the ocean. Do not believe 
for a moment that this is a 
local tradition. People have 
been drawn to the sea for 
fun, health and revitalization 
since ancient times. Plato, 
the Greek philosopher said, 
“The Sea cures all ailments 
of man.” Plato as well as 
Hippocrates, the father of 
modem medicine, often 
prescribed bathing in the sea 
as a health treatment. 

Most of us know that 
a trip to the sea makes us feel 
“new.” Why? First, the ocean 
air is filled with negative 
ions. Countless studies have 
been done on how negative 
ions clean dust and therefore 
reduce symptoms of allergies, 
counteract negative effects 
of smoking, and increase the 
flow of oxygen to the brain;

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Why the Health Care Bill Could Be Bepealed

The punditocracy has recently been 
consumed with a debate over whether 
or not the Republicans will be able 
to repeal the recently-passed health 
care bill. Outside of self-professed 
conservative pundits, the conventional 
wisdom seems to be that the odds 
are prohibitively against repeal (or 
significant modification). 

This Politico article typifies the attitude 
of those who doubt that repeal can be 
effectuated. It argues that the current 
outrage over the health care bill is 
merely a part of a “familiar pattern 
since New Deal days: Government 
programs from Social Security to 
Medicare that were launched amid 
incendiary arguments within a short 
time became sacrosanct - protected 
by a bipartisan consensus that was 
nowhere to be found at passage.” 

This is certainly one possible outcome 
for the President’s health care bill, but 
it isn’t the only one. Here is why repeal 
is a real possibility. 

1. This bill is substantively different 
than Social Security and Medicare. 

My colleague Jay Cost made a critical 
point a few days ago: 

Franklin Roosevelt and Lyndon 
Johnson made use of an ingenious 
social insurance system - promoting 
the idea that we all pay in today to take 
out tomorrow. It was consistent with 
American individualism. It was simple. 
It was intuitive. It was bipartisan. 
Obama’s new system has none of those 
virtues. This feature is what makes 
repealing or substantially modifying 
Social Security and/or Medicare so 
difficult. They are entitlements that 
are broadly given to the middle class, 
who also pays for them. To the extent 
these programs are redistributive, 
that redistribution is largely hidden. 


Everyone, from the poorest member of 
society to Bill Gates, has some stake in 
Social Security and Medicare. 

By the time a member of the middle 
class retires at age 65, he will have likely 
paid tens of thousands of dollars into 
the Social Security system. He expects 
to get that money back. The same 
goes for Medicare, which is funded 
by a smaller tax than Social Security 
(though unlike Social Security, that 
tax is not subject to an annual income 
cap), and is similarly available to all 
elderly Americans. In other words, 
cutting Social Security or Medicare 
requires taking something away from 
the middle class that they’ve already 
paid for. That’s obviously hard to do. 
While this bill was intended to be a 
broad middle class entitlement in the 
mold of Social Security and Medicare, 
it is fundamentally different. It is 
funded by a variety of mechanisms that 
target specific stakeholders. It is paid 
for primarily by Medicare beneficiaries 
and the wealthy, neither of whom are 
likely to receive the benefits. While 
beneficiaries will have a stake in the 
program, it will not be as substantial as 
their stake in their Medicare or Social 
Security benefits, which they have 
already essentially “bought” by the 
time they approach retirement. 
Moreover, this bill will have a smaller 
number of beneficiaries, especially at 
first. Democrats like to brag that in 
the weeks after the bill has passed, the 
ban on pre-existing conditions will 
be lifted for children, adults with pre¬ 
existing conditions will be allowed to 
participate in high-risk insurance pools, 
and adults will be able to maintain their 
children on their insurance until those 
children turn twenty-six. 

These are popular features of the bill, 
but I’m not certain how broad their 


appeal is. Most people do not have 
pre-existing conditions that they know 
of, nor do they have children with pre¬ 
existing conditions (for whatever it is 
worth, I fall personally in the former 
category, and via my son into the 
latter). I’ve not seen statistics on the 
number of parents who would like to 
keep their children on their insurance 
policies, but I imagine the number is 
relatively small compared to the vast 
number of people who are eligible for 
Medicare or Social Security. 

Indeed, the central difficulty that the 
bill will run up against is the same one 
it has run up against all along: most 
people already have health insurance, 
and most people are basically happy 
with their insurance. While a number 
of Americans will enjoy receiving 
subsidies for purchasing health care 
on the exchanges (in 2014), many of 
the 30 million Americans who will be 
covered by this bill are Americans who 
could buy health insurance today, but 
choose not to. 

For a comparatively small number of 
obvious beneficiaries, the bill creates 
a number of real losers as well: 
People who participate in Medicare 
Advantage, healthy people who would 
rather not purchase insurance, and 
people whose employers stop providing 
health insurance as a result of the bill, 
to name a few examples. 

2. This bill is more similar to 
government programs that Congresses 
have repealed. 

Programs that are perceived as broad 
middle class entitlements do tend to 
become untouchable. With programs 
that are perceived as social insurance 
or redistribution mechanisms, though, 
the track record is spottier. The idea 
that Congress never repeals programs 
once they have begun is unsupported 


by history. Congress repealed a large 
portion of the New Deal in the 1940s, 
and substantial portions of the Great 
Society were gutted as well; there is a 
reason that the WPA, CCC, and OEO 
are referred to only in history books. 
Indeed, even the idea that Medicare is 
sacrosanct is belied by the substantial 
cuts to Medicare Advantage to fund 
the present health bill. Congress also 
substantially transformed a relatively 
unpopular redistributive entitlement 
program in 1996, when it reworked 
AFDC. But the biggest elephant in 
the room is alluded to at the end of 
the Politico article: The Medicare 
Catastrophic Coverage Act of 1988. It 
passed 360 to 66 in the House and by 
a similarly large margin in the Senate. 
It was signed into law by President 
Reagan in June of 1988. 

The problems with the bill were many. 
There wasn’t much real demand for 
the bill, nor was there substantial 
demand for the benefits it offered, 
such as a ceiling on doctor bills, larger 
payments for nursing home care, and 
a prescription drug benefit. Many 
people on Medicare already had plans 
offering these benefits. It was paid 
for by a surtax on elderly people with 
incomes over $35,000, thus removing 
the traditional Medicare hook that 
recipients had already paid for the 
benefit their entire lives. And it was the 
subject of an intense disinformation 
campaign by opponents. 

The results are legendary. 6,000 
members resigned from the AARP 
in protest of its support of the bill. 
Congressmen returned home to 
hordes of angry elderly voters in town 
hall meetings. Congressman Dan 
Rostenkowski was chased down the 
street outside of his office by a mob of 
angry voters. □

Habia sido entregado en la jomada en las 
selvas colombianas a una comision del Comite Intemacional 
de la Cruz Roja (CICR), a la senadora Piedad Cordoba y al 
obispo catolico Leonardo Gomez. El suboficial fue secuestrado 
el 21 de diciembre de 1997 en un remote puesto militar ubicado 
en el cerro de Patascoy, suroeste de Colombia, por las rebeldes 
Fuerzas Armadas revolucionarias de Colombia (FARC). 
Vestido con traje militar camuflado y betas negras, Moncayo 
descendio de la nave e hizo sefias a su familia para que no corriera 
y luego todos se unieron en un abrazo. Gustavo Moncayo, padre 
del uniformado, Maria Stella Cabrera, la madre, le entregaron 
margaritas blancas, mientras las cuatro hermanas le daban besos 
abrazos en medio de las sonrisas de Moncayo. Tambien abrazo 
a un monton de nines, entre ellas su hermana Laura Valentina, 
de seis anos, y los hijos de sus hermanas may ores. Moncayo 
tambien dirigio un saludo marcial a militares de Florencia, 
capital del departamento de Caqueta y a unos 380 kilometros 
al suroeste de Bogota, presentes en el aeropuerto.
